BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature recognizes that the orca
whal e, Orcinus orca, also known as the killer whale, is a magnificent
free-roami ng marine creature of the Pacific Northwest, and is an icon
of the marine ecosystem The state of Washington has designated an
official state tree, grass, flower, fruit, bird, fossil, fish, insect,
song, fol k song, and dance, but not an official state manmal. The orca
is an integral part of Northwest Indian tribal culture, and no |iving
creature woul d be nore appropriate as an official state mammal than an
orca whale. Children of our state are keenly aware of the inportance
of the orca as a synbol of wildness and freedom The |egislature finds
that the orca are state treasures, and are deserving of recognition as
the official state manmmal .
